Perhaps the greatest danger we face in build 
ing for the future is th at we may forget the tra ­ 
ditions and heritages of the past. 
Under the stress of enthusiasm for a new idea, 
a plan, a cause, it is easy to throw ov erboard all 
th at has gone before. Because we feel strongly 
concerning abuses and inadeq uacies that hav e 
appeared in the ex isting sy stem, we are likely to 
correct them in a m anner th at will not do away 
with what is bad, but with what is good as well. 
T hat is especially applicable to this country at 
this time. Great changes are underway . The in­ 
tentions of those who are behind them are un­ 
doubtedly of the best. It is the desire to safe­ 
guard against the potential depressions of the 
future—as well as to bring recov ery now. 
We 
are seeking a permanent, balanced social and 
economic order, th at will prov ide greater oppor­ 
tunities tor tne masses ot the people. 
The danger lies in the possibility that in seek­ 
ing this, the American tradition of indiv idualism 
and freedom will be destroy ed. Signs of the 
growth of t ascism and Socialism in America are 
increasing. 
Responsible observ ers believe the 
menace of dictatorship cannot be ex aggerated. 
Simple democracy , which gives businesses and 
indiv iduals the full chance to work out their des­ 
tinies, is languishing. 
There can be no great progress within the fab­ 
ric of the American tradition—the past is the 
best witness to that. Change th at forgets or ig­ 
nores th at tradition could easily do great harm 
to the common welfare.
